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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) The Amano auxiliary battery (2) is a dedicated 
battery for low-voltage loads. As stated in the Final Rejection (April 17, 2007), it would be obvious to one skilled in the art to duplicate the 
Amano auxiliary battery for each load ("dedicated"), including the claimed vehicle-installed apparatus. The auxiliary battery is only 
connected to the main battery so that it can be recharged. 

2) Kirkhart discloses a battery control section. One.skilled in the art would recognize that combining Kirkhart and Amano would require 
the battery control section to control both the main and auxiliary batteries or, alternatively, a separate battery control section for each 
battery. 

3) When the Kirkhart unlocking/locking detection section is detecting the door of the vehicle is unlocked (col. 4, lines 1 5-30), Kirkhart exits 
the low-power mode and boots up said vehicle-installed apparatus by sending a warm-up signal (lines 31-38). This warm up signal ("initial 
boot-up") is necessary to transition between the low power and full power modes (col. 5, lines 32-42, namely 39-42). When the vehicle- 
installed apparatus is already in full power mode, and the engine is started after a delay (less than 30-90 seconds), the apparatus does 
not requrie an initial boot-up, since this procedure was already completed when the vehicle detected the approaching driver (col. 5, lines 
52-62). It would be obvious to one skilled in the art that if the Kirkhart hard drive is already spinning (col. 5, lines 26-32), then an 
additional warm-up signal is not necessary. One skilled in the art would recognize that Kirkhart, in view of Amano, disclose that the power 
needed to transition from low-power to full-power is supplied by the auxiliary battery. 

Continuation of 13. Other: Claim 13 is objected to because it recites that the secondary battery control section supplies power to boot-up 
the vehicle installed apparatus only when the apparatus "cannot be booted up unless an intial boot-up is performed." It is unclear how 
supplying power to boot up the apparatus is effective if the apparatus cannot be booted up in the first place. It appears that the first 
recitation of "booting up" (line 12) should be changed to "initial boot-up". 
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
